My  back  of  the  napkin  estimates  based  on  where 
it  is  now  and  where  it  came  from  is  that  the  slug  is  moving  at  2-3  mph  not  at  the  orginal 
estimates  of  4 mph.  The  Amimas  River  is  rougly  75  river  miles  from  the  CO  boarder  to 
Farmington. 


Once  the  slug  crosses  the  CO  / NM  boarder 

At  2 mph  = 37  hours  to  Farmington 

At  3 mph  = 25  hours  to  Farmington

The  slug  is  still  in  CO,  about  12  miles  north  of  the  NM  boarder  as  of  10  am  mtn  (this  was 
determined  from  an  ASPECT  flyover).  R8  plans  on  flying  again  this  afternoon  to  get  a new 
location  to  forecast  the  speed,  as  the  slug  is  moving  slower  than  expected. 

R8  is  still  working  up  a sampling  plan  and  methods  and  looking  for  a lab  that  can  handle  the 
throughput.
